60,000. 
In all the fig hting in France, General Eisenho wer said 
o v er 200,000 German priso ners o f war had been taken. The 
equiv alent o f fiv e par.zer div isio ns had been destro y ed; six mo re 
sev erely mauled; 20 Infantry div isio ns eliminated and 12 mo re 
badly cut up, o r 42 in all. Amo ng the infantry div isio ns, three 
were crack parachute o rg anizatio ns.

Secretary o f War Ro bert Patterso n repo rted a sharp increase in 
American casualties, larg ely fro m the sev ere fig hting late in J uly .

First came the administration of anti-toxin 
after the disease had developed, cutting the death 
rate by 1920 to 13 per 100,000.
